valuation has been made of any barony, or on any other account 
25 whatsoever, it shall be lawful for such Committee of Revision to 
correct any errors which mav appear to them upon examination and 
inquiry to have been made in such valuations, so as to make the valu- 
ation of the respective baronies just and equal, and in due proportion 
with each other ; and it shall be lawful for such Committee of Revision 
30 to adjourn from time to time and from place to place as they shall see 
fitting and convenient. 

And be it Enacted, That when any such Committee of Revision 
shall think fit to alter the amount of the valuation of any barony, it 
shall and may be lawful for them to alter the amount of the valuation 
35 of any parish or parishes, townland or lownlands of such barony, in 
such manner and to such extent as the said Committee shall think 
just, with regard to the reason or principle on which the gross amount 
of the valuation of such barony may have been altered by them. 

And be it Enacted, That so soon as the List and valuation of all 
40 the baronies within the county shall have been completed and agreed 
on under the provisions of the said first-mentioned Act and this 
Act by the Committee of Revision, the said Commissioner of Valu- 
ation shall, in every case in which the to<ai value of any townland, 
580. B 2 parish 
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parish or barony sliall have been altered by the decision of that 
Committeej alter the value of the tenements in such toaniand, parish 
or barony, so far as may be rendered necessary by the decision of tliac 
Committee, but in such manner as to preserve as nearly as may be the 
relative value of the said tenements, as determined previously to the 
assembling of the said Committee; and the said Cormnissioner of ^ 
Valuation shall prepare and make out and sign, in the Form (F.) 
to this Act annexed, a List of the several baronies in the county 
and the valuation thereof, as confirmed or amended by the said Com- 
mittee of Revision ; and shall also make out and sign, in the Form (G.) jo 
to this Act annexed, a List of the several parishes within each barony 
of the county, and of the several townlands within each parish, 
according to the valuation thereof as so decided ; and shall also make 
out and sign, in the Form (H.) to this Act annexed, a List of the 
tenements in each townland and parish of every barony in the said j- 
county, as finally settled and determined in pursuance of the decisions 
of the said Committee ; and the Commissioner of Valuation shall 
transmit the said Lists so signed as aforesaid to the Treasurer for 
the comity. 

And be it Enacted, That from and after the end of the Assizes next so 
after the transmission of such Lists, so signed as aforesaid, to the 
Treasurer of the county, all County Cess Charges and Grand Jury 
Rates imposed or to be imposed, levied or to be levied, under the 
authority of any Act or Acts of Parliament, shall be assessed upon 
and levied off such county, and off every barony, parish and townland 05 
therein, according to the proportions specified in such Lists so signed 
and transmitted as aforesaid in the Forms (F.) and (G.) to this Act 
annexed respectively ; and the said list of tenements in the Form (H.) 
aforesaid shall from and. after the end of the Assizes next after the 
transmission thereof to the Treasurer of the county, be in lieu of the oq 
applotment theretofore made for the levying of Grand Jury Rates, ^ 
and all County Cess Charges and parish rates within the said county. 

And he it Enacted, That so soon as the valuation of any 
county shall have been completed in the manner aforesaid, the said 
CominKsioner of Valuation shall transmit to the Board of Guardians 35 
of the union in which any townland comprised in tile said valuation is 
situate, a copy of the valuation of the several tenements in the said 
townland, in the Form ( 1 .) to this Act annexed, signed by him the said 
Commissioner of Valuation. 

And be it Enacted. That every rate for the relief of the destitute poor 40

And be it Enacted, That the Treasurer of the county to which any
